TESTING CANDIDATES 
OR OUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS IN STATE 


There were 13 candidates for the Mass- 
achusetts board of education superintend- 
ent’s certificate who registered and took 
the annual examinations in rooms 15 and 
16 at the State House today. A large 
proportion were from outside Massachu- 
setts. Some of the successful candidates 
may fill the four or five vacancies now 
existing,-in the state school district 
unions. Deputy Commigsioner Charles 
A. Prosser, assisted by J. E. Warren, J. 
W. MacDonald and J. P. Prigce, board of 
education agents,-is in charge of the ex- 
aminations, which will continue through 
Thursday. David Snedden, state com- 
missioner, arranged the examinations be- 
fore leaving to lecture at the University 
of Kansas. He will return July 10. 
Towns having a valuation under $2.- 


500,000 may receive state aid for schools, 
amounting to $1250 annually, provided 
they form unions. A superintendent is 
appointed to have charge of the schools 
of the two or more towns in the union. 
A union must have not fewer than 25 
and not more than 50 schools. In the 
state there are 79 unions, each embrac- 
ing from two to five towns. The largest 
union is that of Chilmark, Marthas 
Vineyard, with five towns. 

Registration this morning was fol- 
lowed by examination on school law and 
history of education. This afternoon the 
examination is on school administration 
and supervision. Thursday the examin- 
ation will be on rural schools and teach- 
ing agrictiture at 9:30 and on high 
schools at 11 a. m. To take the examina- 
tions, a candidate must have had at 
least two years experience in teaching 
and supervisior.

Captain Who Fought and,Parleyed First Colony to Success Now Given Place 
Among New World Literary Artists

The third of the Wednesday 
articles on American literature 
discusses the earliest writer who 
actually prepared lis work on co- 
lénial soil, John Smith, The name 
of the annalist of Jamestown 
leads off in the chronological list 
of authors of the plantation pe- 
riod. 


HE earliest literary utterance of 

a new race has invariably been 

in the form of poetry, and the 

fact that American writing was 
for many vears almost wholly in prose 
form is another illustration of the status 
of American literature as a branch and 
not an original plant. In common with 
their English brethren, the American col- 
onists had uttered their early race po- 
etry by the lips of the Anglo-Saxon Wid- 
sith and Deor, passing on into the Eng- 
lish of Bede’s poetical stories and the 
cift of song that came to Caedmon in re- 
sponse to his self-forgetful love for the 
jumb beasts. They had borne their part 
in all the literary utterances from that 
period until the Elizabethan. The settle- 
ment of the colonies took place when 
prose was coming into its highest estate; 
when Addison, Swift and Steele were 
transforming it from the strained and 
whimsical into the well-ordered and log- 


ical; and the American production from | 


its beginning took chiefly the form of 


prose. What poetry was written in 


those days is of a character to inspire | 


gratitude for its meager amount. 

The earliest writings were narratives 
of voyagers and settlers. In instances 
where a man simply explored and went 
home to write an account of his travels 
and observation, his writing does not be 
long to American literature, ™ hich in-

Neither does it resort to rack propul- 
sion: a handear started at Ticlio will 
run unaided to Callao, the seaport. In 
fact such a kandear, equipped with safety 
runs before every passenger 
train, carrying an inspector on the look 
out for fallen rocks, loose rails or other 
dangers. 

The second highest 
world runs from Antofagasta Chile 
to Oruro and La Paz in Bolivia. It is 
the narrowest gauge line known, being 
but 2% feet in width of track. The 
highest point is Collahuasi, 15,809 feet 
above sea _Jevel or 56 feet lower than 
the Peruvian line. 

Probably the third in line of altitude 
is the. Cuernavaca branch of the Mexi- 
ean central railway, reaching at La 
Cima, 11,000 feet above sea-level. 

While the railroads of Mexico do not 
reach such dizzy heights as those of the 
snow-capped Andes of Peru and Chile, 
they keep a high altitude for much 
longer distances, as they have greater

| Toluca valley at a mean altitude of 
8761 feet above the sea-level of Vera 
Cruz, winding through fields of waving 
wheat and yellow corn and the succu- 
lerit frijol or Mexican bean.

The 
silver city of Zacatgeas, where gold and 
silver are mined under the very streets 
as oil is extracted under Los Angeles, is 
encircled by the steel parallels of the 
Mexican Central, at a height of 8010 feet. 
The old mining city of Pachuca, the old- 
est silwer camp on the American conti- 
nent, is overtaken now by the Mexican 
Central running up to the edges of the 
huge reduction works 8023 feet above 
the sea.

Even the warmest friends of reciprocity would not have it 
rushed through without ample consideration. The House, man- 
ifestly, has saved no time by sending it to the Senate before it had 
been thoroughly debated. _From all appearances the measure will 
be adopted by the Senate as it came from the House; but that does 
not alter the case. The country will be better satisfied that no mis- 
take has been made because of the deliberation the Senate has 
bestowed upon it. There is much reason for believing, also, that 
the tariff bills the House has sent to the Senate in this-session have 
not received from the. former body the careful scrutiny that should 
have been given them. As a consequence, the Senate must, 1f it 
consider them at all, give them what the tariff reform enthusiasts 
will believe to be an unreasonable amount of time. 

If the House had done its full part in the first place the Senate’s 
duty would be greatly simplified, but since the House, as a rule, 
does not throw sufficient sateguards around legislation, but is more 
prone to seek popular approval than to risk popular reproof, it is 
a good thing that we have the Senate to check tnpulsiveness and 


to prevent nustakes.

colony in 1788, this seems a large aggregate. 
The first million inhabitants were not 
recorded until seventy years had followed 
the landing of the first white inhabitants.
